LABOR TROUBLE IN CHICAOO. 
Tlie aallroad strike itt tke SItMk Tartlii 

villi On. 

CmcAit '. Am;. J7.— The railroad 
strike at the stttck yards is no nearer n 
settlement than it was last Friday wiie.. 
the flremen and engineers left their lo- 
ci iinotives. An etturt was made by the 
contending interests yesterday after- 
noon to patch up a truce that wonld re- 
sult in reuiieuiiig the railways to the 
packers, but it provsd ansncceiwfal. A 
committee tepretentinf the striking 
switrhmeii waited on theexecuiiv*j com- 
mittee of the Switching association that 
was in session, aud made a verbal de- 
maud for an increase of two uents an 
hour, and at the same time e.<rplained 
why the demand was made. 

The conference did not lai>t long. The 
members of the coinmittet refuted to 
listen to the demand, but said they 
would restore the old order of thiuga d 
tlie men would resume work. The men 
refused. The switchmen have eeia 
eintssariei* to every road leading into 
Chicago to inform other switchmen of 
the condition of things at the yards, so 
none of tliera can be petvnuuHl to do 
any work thure. The effect of this was 
that very little work was accomplished 
yesterday in the way of clearing the 
yards, and the prospect for the present 
is uot cheering for the packers.

It is gre.'itlv feared that forcible 
measures will lie taken by Barillas to 
collect the ni'iney, and nearly all the 
capitalists are utilizing the hanks to 
send their m nun- out of the couuuy by 
means of bills of exchange. 

The Republles Cau Never Volte. 

Chk aoo, Aug. 27.— G. A. Schultz, of 
Nicaragua, who is in this city, says 
there can never be a union of the five 
republics in Central America because 
there are too many individual intereats 
at stake. He said: "Suppose Han Sal- 
vador and Guatemala were to submit to 
arbitration. What then? Nicaragua 
aud Costa Rica submitted their dispute 
to President Cleveland, and when he de- 
cided in Costa Rija's favor Nicaragua 
declined to abide by the decision. And 
this unsettled state of thingR will con- 
tinue until the foreign capital becomes 
larae enough to control things. 

'Work oil the Nicaragua canal is go- 
ing ahead with a vim, all effort now 
being centered in building the harbor at 
Greytown. I rotle through the uncom- 
pleted jetty just before I came away on 
the iirst steamer that had entered the 
harbor in two years. The depth of the 
water is now seven feet. When the har- 
bor is completed vessels which now 
have to anclior in the open sea will have 
shelter, and then the work of digging 
the ( annl will begin.
